is decreasing. The five towns 
only contribute a total of $3.3 
million to the school’s $6.9 
million budget 

Another aspect of the problem 
has to do with timing. The schoo! 
committee is required to 
prepare their budget for the next 
school year 45 days prior to the 
first’ town meeting of their 
towns. Since Bedford holds its 
town meeting in early March, 
they have to have their budget 


completed in January, almost 
six months before they actually 
know how much money they will 
be receiving from the state. If 
they knew in advance what the 
state would be giving them, they 
could be sure to ask the five 
towns in their region to make up 
the difference. They must 
estimate, however, what they 
will be getting from the state 
and then divide up the rest of the 
money needed between the 
towns based on the number of 
students they send to the school 
But the main part of their 
budget, the stale reim 
bursements, 1s still up in the air 
until late in June. They could 
always go back to the towns ina 
special town meeting and ask 
for more money, McLean said, 
but it is highly unlikely that they 
will get any money from towns 
that are already hard hit to live 
by the rules of Proposition 2!y 
The money wil have to be cut 
from somewhere, and McLean 
said he doesn't want to make 
any more cuts in programs for 
the students or in capital 
machinery costs and repairs, 
which has already been severely 
cut, Hiring a private contractor 
to replace the custodians, he 
said, seems like the only 
alternative

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Baptist Church signs lease with 
town for Boutwell School

Starting a new school is quite 
an involved process, especially 
if it’s the first private school in 
town, That's what the First 
Baptist Church of Wilmington 
has been discovering since it 
decided to open its Abundant 
Lite Christian School and 
Learning Center 

The first problem they faced 
was finding a location for their 
elementar, ‘hool. But that 
dilemma was resolved Monday 
night when the church signed a 
one year renewable lease with 
the board of selectmen for the 
Boutwell School, According to 
the Rev. Everett Reed, the 
church is paying only $1.00 per 
year for that building with the 
Stipulaiton that they take over 
all maintenance and insurance 
costs. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski told the selectmen 
that the town will be main- 
taining the grounds within a 
certain perimeter of the school, 
but any costs incurred by 
vandalism will be handled by 
the First Baptist Church. 

There's another problem with 
that building, too, The Rey. 
Reed explained that it will cost 
$8,400 to remove and replace a 
hall ceiling that contains 
asbestos, The church will be 
paying for this; however, the 
town will supply them with an 
equivalent amount of fuel to 
heat the school 

Although the actual rent of the 
building is only $1.00, it will 
actually cost over $250,000 a 
year to run the school. The Rev. 
Reed said he expects the school 
to be self-supporting. The 
chureh has received several 
donations to help defray the cost 
of running the school, and these 
contributions, combined with 
tuition should cover their ex 
penses. The Rev. Reed said 
is a family plan for tuition 
ents are planning to send 
more than one child to the 
school, Tuition for the first child 
is $1000; for a second child the 
charge would be $800, and the 
fee for a third child is $600. 
There is also a $150 book fee per 
child. Kindergarten tuition is 
$600 per child, plus $35 for books. 
There are two fees for nursery 


school tuition. A parent who 
wishes to volunteer one morning 
each month to serve as a 
teacher's aide would pay only 
$300 per year for their child, 
whereas a parent who could not 
donate this time would pay $350, 
Currently they would have about 
120 total enrollments, and they 
are still accepting new students. 

The school will also offer day 
care from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
weekdays at an hourly rate. 
Most parents pay a daily rate, 
regardless of how long they 
leave their child. An hourly rate 
would encourage them to spend 
more time with their children. 

Of course, costs are not the 
only factor involved in running a 
school. Teachers have to be 
hired, books have to be ordered, 
and curriculum guidelines have 
to be set. The Rev. Reed said 
that all private schools have to 
be accepted by the school 
committee. This means that the 
school has to meet certain 
standards, such as building 
safety codes. The school also has 
to have a clearly stated 
philosophy with a cirruculum 
that follows along with that 
philosophy 

The basic philosophy of the 
Abundant Life Christian School 
is that Christianity is present in 
all aspects of life, the Rev. Reed 
explained. This means that 
along with the factual approach 
to each of the subjects, students 
will also view them from a 
Christian perspective. In one of 
the social studies textbooks, the 
Rev. Reed mentioned, there is a 
chapter on how labor unions 
evolved and the poor factory 
conditions and treatment of 
workers that led people to start 
unions, At the end of the chapter 
is a set of fact questions like 
those found in similar boks in 
public schools, However, there 
is also a set of scripture verses 
for the student to look up that go 
along with the lesson. Then, 
there are questions based on 
those readings, [such as, “How 
should an employer treat an 
employee? How should an 
employee treat an employer?” 
‘This way, he explained, students 
will not only learn the evolution 
of a culture, but they will learn 


Second religious 
school to open 


The Bible Speaks will be 
opening a private school for 
grades k-4 which will begin this 
fall, The Garden of Eden 
Christian School will be held at 
their church facility on Chestnut 
Street, Wilmington and is 
named after the Garden of Eden 
Country Club, the original oc 
cupant of their building 

According to church pastor 
the Reverend Steven Walsh, this 
school, which is open to people of 
all denominations, has been in 
the planning stages for over two 
years, Currently, 18 students 
have already been enrolled, but 
Walsh said, he hopes to get at 
least 35 students by the fall, The 
cost is $650 per kindergarten 
student plus a $40 book fee, and 
$950 per student in grades one 
through four with an additional 
$85 book fee per student. Tuition 
is reduced $100 per child per 
family tor each additional child, 
and any family sending over 
three children will pay nothing 
for the additional children. 

The Bible Speaks is a ftun- 
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damentalist evangelical 
Christian church, Walsh said, 
and its school will teach those 
principles. “It is impossible to 


study truth and gain 
knowledge,” he explained, 
“without studying the Bible 


because the Bible is the foun 
dation of all truth, When you 
study creation without studying 
the creator,’ you only get a 
al view of what life is all 


The school will use a standard 
King James Bible to teach a 
religious curriculum that ties in 
with the academic curriculum 
The school will be teaching the 
doctrine of The Bible Speaks, 
however. 

According to Walsh, the school 
will be self-supporting and will 
be operated solely on money 
received from tuition and 
private gifts. Some of the grades 
may be combined depending on 
the total enrollment, but no 
classroom will have more than 
15 students per one teacher, he 
explained 
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about the moral development of 
it as well. “Christianity,” he 
added, “is to be lived in the 
classroom, the work place, in 
every day life, as well as in the 
church." 

The Rev. Reed said the 
scriptures used and the ap- 
proach taken will be non- 
sectarian, appealing to all types 
of Christians. Although many 
members of his church have 
been enrolled, several non 
members including Catholics, 
have also joined 

The philosophy of the school is 
not the only thing that sets it 
apart from other schools. The 
whole structure of it is different 
from most other area schools 
Aside from housing grades K-8, 
for example, it also has a day 
care center and nursery school, 
Some of the classrooms will 
have two grades, such as first 
and second grade, being taught 
at the same time. This is 
because there may not be 
enough students enrolled at each 
grade level to warrant a 
separate classroom, the Rev. 
Reed explained 

Unlike other schools, too, 
students will not be riding a bus 


every day. Parents, will be 
responsible for their child's 
transportation 


Bul the biggest difference in 
Structure is in the ad- 
ministration, Instead of a 
principal dictating school policy 
and handling teacher - student 
problems, the Rev. Reed ex- 
plained, the central ad- 
ministrator will be there 
primarily to handle business or 
housekeeping resposibilities, 
and will provide staff support 
‘The school itself will be teacher- 
directed. Teachers who are 
members of the First Baptist 
Church will be voting members 
of the board of directors and will 
play a major role in determining 
school policy and philosophy 
Also on the board of directors 
are two parent representatives 
chosen by the church. The board 
will be chaired by the church 
pastor, the Rev. Reed. Teachers 
who are not members of the 
church are permitted to par: 
ticipate in discussions with the 
board of directors, but they will 
not be voting members. 

Most of the preliminary work 
for the schoo! has been done, but 
there's still more todo. The Rev 
Reed said that most of the books 


have been orderet, teachers 
have been hired, and the 
curriculum has been 


established. They still have to 
get the building cleaned up and 
ready to be opened in Sep: 
tember, and they are still hoping 
to get quite a few more 
enrollments

The Wilmington Board of

This move was made in an 
effort to make their meetings 
accessible to all town residents, 
particularly handicapped 
citizens who were unable to 
attend meetings held in the town 
hall.

Professional auto theft 
recently changed in nature. For 
merly concentrating on the stealing 
and subsequent sale of stolen cars, it 
now involves a profitable business 
called chop shops that sell extracted 
untraceable parts 

One reason for the growth of chop 
shops is their high profit and low 
risk. Another is that most parts are 
unidentifiable. A third reason is the 
high demand for parts. 

Chop shops comprise a 
sophisticated, stratified industry 
involving different specialists who 
perform various tasks resulting in 
an average 20 minute vehicle 

ment process. An 

percent of the 1,09; 
vehicles stolen last year were 
disposed of in chop shop operations. 

Autos represented 74.7 percent of 
the vehicles stolen in 1980, with a 
theft occurring every 28 seconds. 
According to the National 
Automobile Theft Bureau (NATB), 
auto theft losses in 1981 accounted 
for approximately $3.3 billion 
nationwide, with onl: percent of 
the cars recovered. Also, indications 
are that 25 percent of auto theft is 
fraud. Another 25 percent results 
from keys left in the ignition 

Robert Barber, assistant vice 
president and manager of property 
loss for Liberty Mutual Insurance 
Company, suggests the following 
simple rules to decrease the growth 
of auto theft and possibly prevent 
the loss of your own vehicle 

Never your engine running 
or your car double-parked while you 
run into a store. Although you ma 
be gone only a minute or less, that's

Park in well-lighted and well- 
populated areas only. A thief is 
likely to attempt to steal your car in 
an area with good street or parking 
Jot lighting.

Always lock your car and take the 
keys with you. Even if you are 
leaving your car for only a few 
minutes, lock it!
